The trial was continued at the Old Bailey, 
London, on Saturday, of Lugien William Asseling 
and Wittitm Lewis, of i Army Gimhing

Thorn Drury, K.C., addressing the jury 
on behalf of Lewis, said the whole atmosphere 
of the case was so charged with crime that 
everyone in court must have felt uncomfortable. 
He agreed that a barefaced, outrageous fraud 
ad been carried out, but urged that Lewis was 
not a party to it Only £50 had been traced to 
Lewis, and he had explained that matter.

mond Institution, who wore their crimson cloaks, 
were conveyed to O'Connell Bridge in special 
tramcars, seats being reserved for them in the 
dress circle of the Mane where they made 
quite a brilliant patch of colour. The grey- 
haired Kilmainham pensioners also wore their 
uniforms; and young and old alike enjoyed the 
great battle films, and demonstrated their 7.

the old soldiers, now secure in the enjoyment of 
their well-earned rest, there must have been 
many striking contrasts between the battles 
with which they were familiar and the terrible 
engines of destruction whose work they saw 
depicted on the screen. The handy and deadly 
machine gun was unknown in the soldiering 
days of the war-worn veterans, as were the 
huge howitzers, the aeroplanes and their bombs, 
and the appalling mine explosions, to say 
nothing of poison gases, asphyxiating shells, 
and other devices of German “ culture.”

Lamond's book on the abdve subject in this 
day's issue of the Irish Times the writer (and 
there is no more Feise Fe angler in Ireland 
than he) says that he never met sea-trout in 
pike water in the large lakes. I have been 
more fortunate in getting two in the last few 
years—one in Lough Conn and the other in 
Cullen, or Lower Conn, both noted for great 


pike. The two fish were got on the fly, and in 
stretches frequented by pike. 

My experience of the large lakes is that sea- 
trout do not run in any numbers im these lakes, 
and especially when at any distance from the 
sea. I have fished for many years the Kil- 
larney Lakes, and never got a single sea-trout, 
although I em assured that they run there, 
and here their scarcity is not due to the pre- 
sence of pike. The sea-troyt seems to prefer 
smaller lakes, drained by short streams into 
the sea, such as prevail in Several and Conne-

earning for the r in Connemara is in con- 
nection with angling or sporting generally, On 
the, contrary, it is believed that not anything 
like one-tenth of the number of poor families 
have members of their fami ies in receipt of 
wages from trout and salmon fisheries. Further, 
it is thought that no gillies or water-bailiffs 
have been dismi because angling has fallen 
off, nor have they suffered in wages owing to’ 
the diminution in the numberof sea-trout. All 
the fisheries are let; and the anglers still buy 
local commodities and employ labour pre- 
cisely to the same extent that they did before 
mackerel netting was introduced.
